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Justice to Our Colonies. 



Important from Africa— -War Averted. 

In the Diario de Barcelona we find, under 
the head of the Correo de Madrid, the fol- 
lowing most grave and important informa- 
tion, in regard to recent diplomatic anil 
military transactions on ihe coast ol Africa, 
which but for the wisdom of a high British 
functionary, and the r»*u!y gallantry uf B 
distinguished officer of the Spanish navy, 
might have involved the commerce of the 
world in the must disastrous dilliculties. 
" Communications," says the Correo de 
Madrid, " have been received at Hie Minis- 
try of war and the Colonies from the Uuv- 
ernor of Fernando Po and ils dependencies, 
to the 28ih of July last. The health ol 
these Colonies was good, and the work of 
colonization going on as well as the per- 
petual laitm would allow. 

The same oliicer informs her Majesty's 
Government that on the 4ih of July last, the 
English Consul at Rio Camarones had sent 
to him for the aid of t>n armed force to pro- 
tect Kuglish interests ami subjects, impe- 
rilled by the outbreak of hostilities between 
two of the native powers. The Governor 
had accordingly dispatched to Camaiones 
her Catholic Majesty's war-schooner Santa 
Teresa, with orders lo support the Uriti>h 
Consul in the most energetic manner. On 
arriving, the Santa Teresa was visited by 
the Consul, who informed the comrnandei 
of the state of affairs. King Bell, in flagrant 
contravention of a trealy signed by all the 
Kings of the Rio Camarones with England 
in 1832, had immolated to the manes of his 
father, recently deceased, three or four ne- 
groes, subjects of tn« King of Acqua. The 
King of Acqua in revenge, was preparing 
for one of those terrible wars of extermina- 
tion which are unfortunately, so frequent in 
that country, and which are always fol- 
lowed by such prejudicial effects upon the 
interests of Europe. 
' The Consul, as her Brilannic Majesty's 
representative, had intervened to insist on a 
peaceful settlement of the question, and his 
intervention has been accepted by King 
Bell, but the King of Acqua refused any 
terms. This being the position of aliairs, 
the Consul, after the arrival of Santa Teresa, 
made new ellorls to secure a composition of 
the difficulty, but was finally compelled to 
inform the Commander of Her Catholic Ma- 
jesiy's vessel, that he had been unable, 
either by arguments or threats, to make any 
impression on the King of Acqua, who had 
treated his communications with contempt, 
and had actually summoned his subjects to 
arms. , 

The Consul, therefore, was reiuc'antly led 
to request the use of force. The Santa Te- 
resa, accordingly, opened a fire of grape and 
canister upon the town of Acqua, aiming 
especially at the palace of the King ; and 
soon afterwards sent on shore a force, con- 
sisting of several men, under the orders of 
Midshipman Don Manuel Martinez, who, 
advancing under cover of the battery of the 
vessel, succeeded in capturing the banner 
which had been raised by the King's troops, 
and conveyed it on board the Santa Teresa. 
Finally, Ihe fire having ceased, at the Con- 
sul's request, the King of Acqua sent to say 
that he would sign anything that might be 
requiretl ; and to that end would go on boaril 
an English merchant brig lying in the har- 
bor. This he did, and was followed by the 
British Consul. At this conference, all was 
satisfactorily arranged. 

The British functionary had manifested 
his gratitude for the noble conduct of the 
Commander of the Santa Teresa, both in his 
own name and in that of Het Britannic Ma- 
jesty- 

Wo know a man who, whenever ho pro- 
poses to abuse any one, begins by tolling 
him that he means to be "frank." 



The beleaguered backwoodsman who, 
when he found that ho had no alternative 
but to fight a grizzly bear which ho saw 
making towards him, prayed that the Lord 
wouhl nerve him for the combat, resembled 
our Canadian cousins, inasmuch as ho 
supplemented his prayer by a request that, 
whether Celestial aid should be granted 
him or no, it might not be granted I" his 
hairy and formidable opponent. " What- 
ever you do, don't assist tho bear," is the 
fervid ejaculation of the good people who 
complain rightly enough, that we spend 
every year an enormous sum of money in 
supporting a line of mail steamers to divert 
the passenger traffic to New Yoik, which 
wouhl otherwise go to our own American 
possessions. 

The Canadians, our subjects and fasl 
friends, have linked their lakes by canals, 
have put fast steamers on their rivers, have 
tunnelled llieir mountains and bridged iheir 
valleys with railroads, in order to obtain for 
themselves that great stream of emigiution 
for which they say Canada anil not the 
States is Ihe proper and natural route: and 
what they complain of is, that the mother 
country is so unmotherly as to lefuseto ilie.rn 
the assistance she so liberally grants to 
strangers. Their prayer is a very humble 
one; they will undertake to light their pow- 
erful antagonists without our aid, on the sim- 
ple assurance that we won't assist the bear. 
Well, we must own thai such an appeal 
from our own kith and kin. our loyal, staunch, 
fellow-subjects of Queen Victoria, is a forci- 
ble one, and that ttie necessity that exists 
for such an appeal is nothing to our credit 
Canada subsidizes with her own money tier 
own mail steamers, and we, as if acting in a 
spirit of opposition, not to say enmity, subsi- 
dize a rival line to New York. She raises 
money to pull the commerce of the Atlantic 
to lier own ports, and we give still larger 
sums to aid in diverting it to the ports ol the 
United States, and are the recognized back- 
ers and bottle-holders of the bear. This is 
not as it should be, and must, il continued, 
produce disaffection among people at present 
well ailected towards us. The people of 
Canada will say to each other, " See how 
the British take of our bread and give it to 
strangers ; see how the Hag of the stars anu 
stripes is favored in Comparison wilh the old 
red (lag that floats on our citadels." Pity 

■ hat loyally should -u unprofitable, IIIIU 

that the ready road lo favor should be through 
rebellion. Il is really time that we should 
eilher assist the Canadians or give over vot- 
ing lame sums to their rivals. II we will 
not help the man we ought not to help the 
bear. — Dundee (Scotland) Advertiser.

Items. 

The last mail from England brought ad- 
vices from distinguished sources respecting 
the unsettled condition of aliairs in Europe, 
by which it appears that none can foresee 
thai the dilliculties attendant on the Italian 
question could be settled, or what will be 
ihe result of the Zurich Conference. It is 
evident that the various sovereigns are 
alarmed, being apprehensive of a general 
war. England, it is said, lias no power to 
depend on excepting Germany, and being 
favorable lo the reform movement in Italy, 
she knows not how to act between the two ; 
and she is fearful of lo.-ing the friendship of 
the one in the advocacy of the other. Rus- 
sia, who, since the Crimean war, has had 
no more continental alliances, awaits events 
before coming lo a decision as to which side 
she will take, and wilh the view of acting 
intelligently. The Emperor has ordered his 
ministers fiom the principal courts, to join 
him at Warsaw, in order lo give him ample 
information on the state of the respective 
countries to which they are accredited. 

The new company formed by the consol- 
idation of the Magnetic and American Tele- 
graph Companies has been lully organized 
in New Yoik. The new company owns all 
Ihe lines from Sackville, N. B., to New Or- 
leans. To the Confederated Telegraph 
Companies, of which this is one, Messrs. 
Kendall, Smith, Morse, and the executors of 
Mr. Vail, owners of the Morse Patent, have 
executed transfers of all the patent rights 
and claims held by them. What has been 
so long talked of us the Telegraph Consoli- 
dation is now complete. 

The bt. Petersburg Gazette of July 26, 
publishes a treaty between Russia and 
China, ratified by the two Emperors. The 
treaty contains twelve articles. It grants 
Russia leave to send an Ambassador lo 
Pekin, promises protection to Christian mis- 
sionaries, and authorizes a monthly mail 
service between Ciachia and Pekin. 

For prudential reasons, more than usual 
caq'ion seems to be observed by Bucha- 
nan's Cabinet, in concealing from the 
public the present condition of the San Juan 
Island question, and hence coutradiototy 
statements were prevalent concerning it. 

[tJ^The Pacific Railroad question is 
being aired a little on the other side of ihe 
land. Robert J. Walker, of Mississippi, and 
Wm. M. Gwin, of California, are proposed 
as the Pacific Railroad candidates for Pres- 
ident and Vice-President.

Questions of morals 
are frequently raided in connection with pub- 
lie measures, and are inseparable from them; 
but in many instances, policy strictly speak- 
ing, is the thirty to he looked at. and the 
query is, of two given courses, neither hav- 
ing intrinsic moral character, which will 
wise policy dictate, as most likely to he 
conducive to the public good. 

In the progress of events that occur in the 
history of a nation, various circumstances 
transpire by which party lines come to be 
drawn in politics. Natural temperament does 
something toward this. Excessive caution in 
many and di-oike of change, develope con- 
servatism,— while a hold, impulsive spirit, 
and love of novelty, in others, run into rad- 
icalism. The balance of power is usually 
held, though not always wisely used. by 
the staid and common sense masses, who 
pursue the via media between the two ex- 
tremes just noted. It is the blending of 
these two elements in due proportion which 
forms the model politician. 

The politics of a new country cannot be 
imported, hut must he manufactured on the 
spot. Novelty of position and circum- 
stances necessitates novelty of expedient. 
Some light may be obtained from the his- 
tory of older countries, and thus evils and 
abuses may he avoided, hut very little help 
can lie got toward originating plans and 
measures adapted to a novel state of things. 
The party lines ol older countries are out of 
place, the precedents of older countries 
comparatively useless. To he an able poli- 
tician in a new country, demands an inven- 
tiveness and original ty of mind, a versatility 
ol talent, and withal a practical turn, not 
called into requisition in lands where broad 
and beaten tracks are open to the statesman. 
Hence it follows, that men ".ho might 
figure respectably in the politics of nations 
venerable in age. full of landmarks, and 
rich in expedients, wool I he incapable as 
children in the peculiar circumstances ol 
a new country. 

While nations whose history dales back 
to a remote antiquity, furnish lint few illus- 
trative examples and lessons for new re- 
gions, countries recently new, and still only 
youthful, present many of the highest 
Utility. The annals ol other British Colo- 
nies, and those also of the territories and 
slates ot the adjoining republic, may he 
profitably studied by the politicians ol 
these youngesl horn of England's Colonies. 

It is in the light of such considerations as 
these, thai the people of tins Island should 
judge of the fitness of candidates for the 
next Assembly. Wo want men who will 
make the country's good, and not their own 
aggrandizement, lie- guiding star of their 
political course, We want men destitute 
of "'axes to giind" foi themselves and their 
friends, and who will not object to turn the 
grindstone foi tin- benefit of all. We want 
men unencumbered with routine notions 
ami precedents, men of common sense, en- 
erg) and practical foresight, We want men 
acquainted with the working of Colonial 
government elsewhere, and so fai devoid of 
nationality, a-- to lie willing to go for a good 
measure, no matter where and by whom 
it is originated. We want withal, strong 
minded, incorruptible, and independent 
men, untrammelled by official obligations 
and relations, who can and will discharge 
their duty without fear, favor, oi affection. 

To the Legislature about to he elected, a 
most arduous and momentous work will he 
entrusted. Society is in a state similar to 
that in which our globe was, according to ge- 
ologists, before tin.' crust hardened : — shape 
and form must he given it. Chaos is the 
most expressive word to describe the con- 
dition of our political ami governmental 
affairs. Order must be established, light 
diffused, public interests regulated and sys- 
tematized,— evils nipped ti the hud, — and 
such a system of things set np as shall de- 
seive the name of Government, and be 
worthy the support and obedience of a free 
ami enlightened people. 

Electors! deliberate well, — use your best 
judgment,— he swayed by no influence, — 
.coaxed by no eatjvassing, — deceived by no 
pretentious appearances, hut see to it that 
every representative you elect, is the "right 
AD.au in tho right placo " 



has assumed the responsibility of entering 
into fresh engagements with Rev. E, Cridge 
as Colonial Chaplain, and has ordered the 
payment of half a year's stipend to that 
gentleman. Urn correspondent is naturally 
and properly indignant at this stretch of pre- 
rogativu on the part of his Excellency, and 
justly remarks: "Has such a case occurred 
in England of a measure being sent hack 
from the Commons without tbeir consent ? 
I venture to say that even Queen Victoria 
herself would not have .stretched her pre- 
rogative so far." We concur in the neces- 
sity for earnest protest against this unau- 
thorized act, and shall return to tiio sub- 
ject in our next. 

A Slight Mistake.— The Gazette alias 
Times of yesterday, instead of replying to 
our arguments as to the unsuitability of 
"universal suffrage" in the present circum- 
stances of this Colony, tries to depreciate 
them by calling them "Nova-Scotian ideas." 
We beg to inform our cotemporary, that the 
hoot is on the oilier foot, Universal suffrage 
is a peculiarly " Nova Scotian idea,"— that 
Colony having adopted this principle yean 
before it was dreamed of in any other part 
of the British possessions. 

Barbarous attack on (.'ait. Naolk.— 
On last evening as Mr. Nagle was proceed- 
ing tohis home, he was attacked by two 
drunken Indians and severely cut and 
bruised. He was finally rescued and con- 
veyed to his home We understand that 
no eflcrl has been made to bring the per- 
petrators ol tins outrage to justice.

ARRIVAL OF THE LADOUCHERE 



The steadier Labouchere, Capt. Svvanson, 
aj-t i veil lust evening, bringing about 30 pas- 
sengers. She left San Francisco Deo, 5. 

Arrival or rHE Cortes, — This long- 
looked-for and anxiously expected steamer 
arrived in San Francisco Nov. it!, with the 
mails and passengers of the North Star, 
which left New York Oct. 20. The North 
Stat ran on a coral reef on Oct. 25, oil Plana 
or French Kay, (ot,e of the Bahamas,) situ- 
ated on the western side of Maraguana Pas- 
sage, where she lay lor six days and ten 
hours. After throwing overboard some four 
hundred anil fifty tons of coal, and lightening 
the ship by landing the passengers on the 
island, the North Star finally got oil, leaking 
considerably. The passengers then re-em- 
barked, and the ship proceeded to Kingston, 
Jamaica, for coal and provisions. She ar- 
rived at Aspinwall on the 8lli of Nov. 

Brown, of Harper's Ferry notoriety, had 
been convicted ol treason and murder, and 
was sentenced to be hung in public on the 
2d of Dec. 

Peter Burns, a passenger from Victoria to 
San Francisco in the Labouchere, was shot 
dead in the latter place on Nov. 28lh. 

Col. W. J. Pardee, a well-known Califor- 
nian, died ill San Francisco, Nov. 29th. 

A lire broke out, on the evening of Nov. 
27th, on Washington street, San Francisco, 
destroying all the wooden buildings from 
the Hall of Records to Dupont street, and 
ale:.'.' the east side of Dupont street half-waj 
to Clay. 

European News. 
The dates from Europe are to October 22, 
by steamship America, which arrived at 
Halifax Nov. 3d. 

" A Zurich telegram of the 18th says : "The 
principal points of the treaty ul peace be- 
tween France and Austria, signed by the 
Plenipotentiaries, but not yet ratified by the 
Government are as follows' Austria gives 
up Lornbardy, except Mantua and Peschi- 
era, and as far as (he fiontier line, fixed by 
special commission, to France, to tcalisfer 
it to Piedmont. Pensions acquired in Lom- 
batdy are to be paid by the new govern- 
ment. Piedmont is to pay Austria forty 
milliois florins and be responsible lor three- 
lift lis ot the- debt of the moute Lombard Ve- 
netia, making the debt in all transferred to 
Sardinia two hundred and fifty millions 
francs. The two conlractinu parties will 
unite their eilorts in order that reform in the 
administration should be carried out by the 
Pope. The rights of the Diikes of Tuscany, 
Modena and Parma, are expressly reserved 
to the two emperors, who will a->ist with 
all their power in the formation o' a con- 
federation of all the States of Italy. Vene- 
tia, under Austrian rule, is to form part of 
the confederation. Ratifications will be ex- 
changed at Zurich within fifteen days." 

The Chronicle say that Beardmore and 
Robinson, electricians, visited Valentia 
lately, and net on fool a scries of experi- 
ments on the Atlantic cable. Encourage- 
ment as to the su.-eess ol the undertaking, 
both as regards the resusitation of the old 
and the hiving of the new cable Was in the 
ascent. These gentlemen found room in the 
state of the cable to disseminate new en- 
couragements to its friends. 

The Paris Pays intimates, of its own 
knowledge, that in a Congress lh« only 
Powers to be represented, besides the greal 
(ones, would be Piedmont, and the Pope and 
Naples, under certain eventualities. The 

admission of Spain might be rational, but 
Sardinia and Portugal have no claims. 

The Directors of the Great Eastern held 
a meeting on board, on the 19t!i ult.. and it 
is authoritatively announced that the de- 
parture of the vessel has been postponed 
nine die, and orders given that all passage 
money be returned. No time will be fixed 
fc- the transatlantic voyage until good pro- 
gress has been made in fitting the ship in 
thorough sea-going completeness, and ac- 
cording to some authorities, there is no 
likelihood of the voyage being made before 
next Spring. The ship would remain at 
Holyhead about ten days longer, and then 
go to Southampton to complete her fittings, 
after which a trip to Lisbon is spoken ot. 
It is stated that in tier present condition the 
Directors wilt nut accept the ship from Scott 
Russell.
